Marines Kill 
128 Reds At 
Khe Sanli 

SAIGON' (AP) — U.S. M_ 
rines, artillery and alrcrsft pur- 
sued a force of North VIelnomeB 
regulars oii doy Tuesday 
through bomb-scarred valloya 
south of Khe Sanh and killed 12tl 
of the enemy, the U,S. Com- 
mand reported today. 

Moving, In At 3 ^ii.m. under 
cover ofa mortar borrnRe, the 
North Vietnamese probed for a 
wetik spot In the defenses 
around a Marine position-nine 
miles south of the combat base 
in the northwest corner of 'South 
Vietnam. 

Unable . lo penetrate the 
Leathernecks' llnea, the enemy 
withdrew and ih* Marines went
